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HARRISON POUTS 
OVER THE SILVER BILL 


HE WILL VETO THE MEASURE 


If It Should Ever Reach the 
White House. 


TOM =REED SWELLS = WITH 


RAGE 


And Threatens to Whip the Party 
Into Line. 


WaAsHINGTON, June 18.—[Special.]—Presi- 
dent Harrison and the entire ,administration 
are sere over their defeat in the silver ques- 
tion yesterday. 

Nothing could have more humiliated the 
administration than the substitution of a free- 
coinage bill py the republican senate, for the 
administration bill prepared by Secretary 
Windom. 

This morning, when the bill came back to 
the louse, Mr. Bland, ef Missouri, moved that 
the house go in committee of the whole to 
consider it at once. The motion was received 
with great applause by both sides, and it was 
only by exerting his full power under the gag 
rules. that Tom Reed prevented a stampede 
among the republicans, who, in their present 
panicky temper, would,if given an oppor- 
tunity, climb over the wheels in their 
efforts to get into the free-coinage 
band wagon. Reed will now hold up the 
silver bill until he can gather the reins tight, 
and then he will undertake to drive the repub- 
licans into the administration corral. 

It mav be necessary to discipline some of 
the refractory silver men, but nothing that can 
be done wil! be left undone to coerce them. If 
necessary, the president is prepared to exercise 
the veto power. Such a course would be sui- 
cidal asa political move, but Harrison is so im- 
bued with the Windom-Wall-street theory of 
finance that he intends, come what may, to 
oppose all the power and influence of the ad- 
ministration in the path of free coinage. 

A CALL ON HARRISON. 

An intimate friend of Mr. Harrison’s called 
upon him at the white house last evening 
and asked him for personal as well as party 
reasons, to withdraw his opposition, and let the 
bill, as it passed the senate, become a law. 
The president felt bitterly the fight the repub- 
can senators were makingon him, and said 
firmly and unequivocally that he would never 
attach his signature to the free-coinage bill. 

“Tam not here for the purpose of acting in 
the interest of myself or my party,”’ the presi- 
dent said, “‘but in the interest of the whole 
country and the people. When my term is out 
I expect to return to Indianapolis, and resume 
the practice of law.”’ 

This declaration, the president’s friends not 
only took to mean that his decision on the sil- 
ver owas unalterable and _ could _ not 
be shaken by personal appeals, nor 
party considerations, but that the president, 
since being turned down by the senate, was 
not and would not be a candidate for renomi- 
nation. He has simply decided to serve out 
his term, and then retire to his quiet life asa 
second-class lawyer at Indianapolis. He real- 
izes as well as any one that he has been a 
failure as president. 

SPEAKER REED. 

Speaker Reed today announced that he 
would not have the house consider the federal 
election law bill until Tuesday next. 

It would then be discussed until Saturday, 
When a vote would be taken. 

The postponement is due to pending appro- 
priation bills and the bankruptcy bill having 
the right of way. Reed also wants time to at- 
tempt to bulldoze the senate into line with his 
programme. 

THE FEDERAL ELECTION LAW. 

In speaking of the federal election law bill 
today, Judge Crisp, of Georgia, said: 

“The ingenuity of man could hardly devise 
amore complicated, complex and iniquitous 
measure than that proposed by the republican 
caucus for the regulation of congressional elec- 
tions. It makes it the duty of the circuit 
court to appoint for each judicial district 
of the circuit a chief supervisor 
of elections, on the application of one hundred 
voters of a congressional district. This officer 
becomes master of the situation, and absolutely 
controls the registration of voters and the con- 
duct of the election. On his motion thecircuit 
court must appoint as many supervisors of 
elections as he shall dictate, in no case less 
than double the number provided by law for 
each voting place. This number is three, so 
that at least six must be appointed for each 
Voting place. If there are two hundred voting 
places in a congressional district, the number 
of supervisors appointed for that district must 
be at least twelve hundred, and may be more. 
From this number the chief supervisor selects 
three for such voting place, who may be ap- 
Pointed for as much as three days in 
Supervising each election, and are paid $5 a 
day each. These supervisors are subject to 

the instrugtions and directions of the chief 
Supervisor, and must do whatever he tells them 
to do. 

“They may be employed an indefinite num- 
ber of days in supervising registration, for 
which they receive $5 a day. They may be 
sent around the distriet at, the will of the chief 
supervisor, always drawing $5 a day. The 
Supervisors appointed for a voting place in 
one county may come from any other county 
in the same district, as may deputy United 
States marshals, all drawing pay from the 
United States. The supervisors are to super- 
dntond the election, count the votes 
cast and certify to the chief super- 
Visor the result. On the application 
ofthe chief supervisor the cireuit court is to 
&ppoint for each state three persons, who shall 
Colstitute the United States board of camvass- 
€rs of such state. This board counts the votes 
and gives the certificate of election to the per- 
Sou whom they find tohave been elected. This 
certificate entitles the holder to be enrolled on 
the list of members-elect by the clerk of the 
last house, and thus to participate in the or 
ganization of the house of representatives at 
its meeting after the election. The bill points 
out minutely how votes are to be registered, 
how stricken from the registration list, how 
ballots are to be received, how counted, where 
the ballot-box is to be during the election, 
how the returns are to be made, and signed and 
transmitted, and makes more regulations than 
Were ever made, I venture, in any election law 
in any state of theunion, Twenty odd sections 
of the bill are devoted to defining offenses 
against the act and providing penalties there- 
for. Acts heretofore regarded as innocent are 
made unlawful, and in some. cases felonies, I 
cannot begin to give you a statement of all the 
Provisions of the bill.

“‘free ballot and a fair count.’’ This country 
has had some experience in respect to the kind 
of a “free ballot and fair count’? we have 
under the supervision of federal officers and 
the assistance of the United States army. 
They have had some. experience with return- 
ing boards. In Louisiana and. Florida in 1876, 
returning boards certified a lie in favor of the 
republican party, and that party of high moral 
ideas, after accepting the presidency, thus 
fraudulently obtained, rewarded with lucra- 
tive offices nearly every one of the villains by 
whose aid they cheated and defrauded the 
people. With the power to appoint subser- 
vient boards, and the patronage of the govern- 
ment toreward their tools, they hope and ex- 
pect to retain power, despite the will of the 
people.

We cannot do much 
in the house. Reed dominates his party there, 
and it would afford him infinite pleasure, I 
think, todo anything he could to afflict the 
people of the south. i feel sure that no fear of 
injustice or injury to the white people of the 
south would deter him for one moment from a 
course which might enable him and his party 
friends to retain place.

THE ELEPHANT ON THEIR HANDS. 


Speaker Reed Will Probably Refer the Silver 
@ez J Bill to the Coinage Committee. 

WASHINGTON, June 18.—There is a strong 
probability that the difficulty arising over the 
position in which republicans in the house find 
themselves, in consequence of the passage of 
the free coinage silver bill by the senate yes- 
terday, will be overcome for the present by the 
reference of the measure to the coinage, 
weights and measures'committee. Indeed, it 
was said that the speaker had, late this even- 
ing, ordered the bill to be referred to that:com- 
mittee. 

Representative Conger, chairman of the 
coinage committee, had several interviews 
with Mr. Reed during the’day, and, supported 
by other members of the house, urged that 
under the rules the only preper thing for the 
speaker to do was to make the reference men- 
tioned. Mr. Conger, at 11-o0’clock tonight,said 
that he did not believe Mr. Reed had decided 
the question, though he might have done so. 
Under the rules the referring could be made at 
any time, and nothing more would be ueces- 
sary than the speaker’s order. 

It is believed by friends of the original house 
bill that this reference would result in securing 
time within which to reach a compromise 
basis upon which both the senate and house 
can stand. Conservative silver men are of 
opinion that the outcome of the pro 
reference of the bill baek to the committee 
would be the passage of a liberal silver bill 
and the defeat of the senate bill. 


THE DEMOCRATS CHEERED 


When Announcement Was Made in the 
House of the Senate’s Action. 


WASHINGTON, June 18.—On motion of Mr. 
Forney, of Alabama, a bill was. passed in the 
house authorizing the construction of a bridge 
over the Tennessee river at Guntersville, Ala. 

The house went into. committee of the 
whole (Mr. Allen, of Michigan, in the chair) 
on the Indian appropriation bill. The com- 
mittee was in session but a few moments when 
it rose informally to allow the house to re- 
ceive a message from the senate. As Secretary 
McCook announced the passage of the silver 
bill with eartain amendments, the democratic 
side of the house broke outin loud applause, 
which was continued for a minute. 

Mr. Bland, of Missouri, enneieeely moved 
that the committee of the whole rise tn order 
that the house might at once proceed to the 
consideration of the bill. 

Mr.. Peel, of. Arkansas, who had the floor, 
was induced to yield tothis motion, but the 
chairman of the committee directed the clerk 
to continue the reading of the long printed 
precedent bearing upon the point of.order then 
under discussion. 

At the conclusion of the reading, Mr. 
Bland’s motion was put and was defeated on 
a standing vote by 79 to 87. 

On a vote by letters the committee: refused 
to rise—yeas 94, nays 105, Messrs. Mutchler 
and Vaux voting with the republicans—and 
continued the consideration of the Indian ap- 
propriation bill. 

On points of order raised by Mr. Cannon 
despite the strenuous protests of Mr. Perkins, 
of Kansas, and Mr. Peel, of Arkansas, the ap» 

wropriations: of. $12,200 for the Creek Indians, 

£48,800 for the Pottawatomie Indians and 
$27,000 for the Mexiean Pottawatomie Indians 
were stricken from the bill. 

The committee then rose, the bill was 
passed, and the house, at 4:45, adjourned.

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THE RIDE TO DEATH. 


FEARFUL PLUNGE OF A RAIEROAD 
TRAIN 


DOWN THE SIDE OF A MOUNTAIN 


Two Engineers and a Fireman Killed—Sev- 
eral Other Employés Injured—How 
tlie Accident Happened. : 


——— 

ASHEVILLE, N.C., June 18.—Perhaps the 
most destructive wreck, both in life and 
property, ever known in the history of thle 
Western North Carolina railroad oecurred at 
Melrose Station, on the southern side of Saluda 
mountain, about thirty-two miles from here, on 
the Asheville and. Spartanburg division last 
night. The dead are: 

Engineer J. J. Smyra, of Chester, 8. C. 

Engineer Lewis Tunstall, of Yorktown, Va. 

Fireman W. G. Taylor, of Morristown, 
Tenn., sop of W. P. Taylor, for twenty years 
a conductor on the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia railroad. 

The injured are: C. Bowcock, flagman, 
thigh broken; George Ricketts, conductor, 
injuries not serious, escaped by jumping; Wil- 
liam Hoe, slight injuries, escaped by jumping ; 
two colored brakemen, named Foster and 
Greenlee, painful but not serious wounds. 

From the apex of Saluda mountain to Mel- 
rose, the scene of the accident, a distance of 
less than three miles, there is'a fall of fully 
600 feet. This fact has made the railroad 
authorities-specially careful at this point, and 
an engine is kept constantly there to help all 
trains up and. down the mountain. 

THE TRAIN UNMANAGEABLE. 

The track was very wet last night when a 
eoal train started down, and soon after begin- 
ning the descent it became evident that twelve 
loaded cars were too much for both engines to 
hold, with all brakes down, and the speed 
gradually quickened, under the heavy pres- 
sure, until a speed of seventy miles an hour 
was reached, when the tracks spread and the 
entire train plunged headlong down the moun- 
tain with a terrible crash, burying beneath the 
broken cars, cross ties, and earth the brave fel- 
lows who had stood to their posts. 

The loss to the company, in engines and cars 
alone, will reach $75,000. 

THE DEAD AND INJURED. 

A train containing Superintendent V. E. 
McBee and surgeons left this city immediately 
after hearing of the wreck and returned today, 
bringing the bodies of Engineers Smyra and 
Taylor. Flagman Bowcock is oe the 
best of medical attention. Both engineers have 
families, Mr. Smyra’s wife being at Mor 
City, where she was’ notified by telegraph of 
the disaster. This is the fourth wreck on this 
road within aweek. Trains will not be able 
to run on schedule time before tomorrow. 


ONE BROTHER SHOOTS: ANOTHER. 
A Fratricidal 


Tragedy in Bennettsville 
South Carolina. 

BENNETTSVILLE, S. C., June 18.—[Specral.] 
A fratricidal feud between Calvin and Wil- 
liam Gray, two brothers, hada fatal termina 
tion here today. A woman was the cause. 
She was in the service of Calvin, and 
abandoned him to take service with William, 
whose wife gave her employment. Calvin 
then got out a search warrant for some wear- 
ing apparel, which he alleges to have been 
stolen from him, and went to his brother’s 
house. A quarrel ensued, and Calvin was 
fatally shot. The brother amd his son have 
been arrested, the latter as an accessery. ‘The 
parties are of good standing, and the affair, as 
usual, is “greatly deplored.”’ 


THEY WANT A SLICE. 


The Richmond Terminal to Take Some of 
the B. and O. Stock. 

New York, June 18.—The Richmond Ter 
minal directors today empowered President 
Inman to negotiate fora sharein the syndi- 
cate which bought the City of Baltimore and 
other holdings of the Baltimore and Ohio 
stock. If an interest in the syndicate is taken 
it will be paid for with cash nowin the com- 
pany’s treasury and no new securities will be 
issued to provide forit. The directors, also, 
declared the regular semi-annual dividend of 
two and a half per cent on preferred stock, 

The Richmond and Danville directors de- 
clared the regular semi-annual dividend of five 
per cent. 


The Switchmen’s Strike. 

CLEVELAND, O., June 18.—There is no 
change in the strike situation today. The 
switchmen are still out on all the roads. The 
Lake Shore road had one switch engine at 
work, manned by the yard-master. Lake Shore 
live stock and through freight trains were 
running as usual and no effort was made to 
interfere with the roadmen. Atthe Cleveland 
and Pittsburg shops a number of yardmen 
were at the depot, but they were determined 
to stand out for their demands. Not a wheel 
was turning in the yard. All the road freight 
trains have been abandoned, and. the freight 
engineers, firemen, road eenductors and brake- 
men are enjoying a vacation.

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THE GIANGES MADE 


BY THE SENATE COMMITTEE IN THE 
TARIFF BILL. 3 


SEVERAL OF THEM ARE IMPORTANT 


The Bilt Reported to the House—List.of Some 
ofthe Articles on Which the Duties 
Have Been Increased or Decreased.

Wasuincton, June 1$.—A full meeting of 
the senate finance committee was held today, 
at which Chairman Morrill was authorized by 
a stfict party vote to report the tariff bill with 
amendments. A member; of the committee 
says that with the exception of the wool and 
agricultural schedules, the bill is almost ident- 
ically the same as the bill 5f thesenate finance 
committee reported in 1888. No formal report 
accem panied the bill, nor is it certain that any 
will be prepated. A statement will be reported 
to the senate as soon as it can be 
prepared, showing the effect. of pro- 
visions of the bill upon the receipt 
of eustoms as compsred with receipts under 
the present law and those estimated under the 
house bill. It is the understanding that de- 
bate on the bill will not begin until about 


July Ist,in order that ample time may be 
given for a study of the bill. A member of 
the finance committee says that the democrats 
intimated that if an opportunity were given 
in advance to study the schedules, the debate 
would be materially curtailed. 

THE PRINCIPAL CHANGES: 

The following are: the principal changes 
made by the senate committee in the tariff 
bill: 

Glassware classifications are changed, and a 
large general reduction made. Steel rails are re- 
duced from $13.44 to $11.20 per ton; mica and 
erude nickel put on the free list; sawed boards $1 
per 1,000 feet instead of $1.50; no bounty to be 
given for less than 5,000 pounds; of sugarannually, 
and sugars between Nos. 13and 16, Dutch standard, 
to pay aduty of 3-10 cents per pound; sugars 
above No. 16 to pay 106-10 instead of 4-10 per pound; 
tobacco unchanged; slight reductions made in 
many items in the agricuitural schedule, and ex- 

orters of meat not allowed a rebate on salt used 
h curing meats, and natural effervescing mineral 
waters are made free, The duty on cotton manu- 
factures is reduced all through the schedule; also 
in the flax, hemp and jute schedule. Only slight 
changes made in wool, the principal one being to 
correct a typographieal error that the house re- 
fused to correct. The bounty for silk 
reeled in 
the United States is stricken out. All buttons 
except ages, ‘pearl and shell, are made dutiable 
as manufactures of the material of which they 
are composed. Worksof art taken from the free 
list and made dutiable at thirty per cent ad va- 
lorem. The limitation of $50.as8 the value of wear- 
ing apparela person may bring into the United 
States stricken out. «fy 

The senate finance committee struck out all 
changes made by the house bill in interna) reve- 
nue réguiations respecting the tax on tobacco, 
manufacture of vinegar from alcohol vapor and 
fortification of wines, leaving the law as itstands 
at present. The internal revenue tax on opium 

repared for smoking was increased from $5 to 
$10 Re pound. 

All the changes above described, and those here- 
after to be noted, are chanres made by the senate 
finance committee upon the tariff bill as it came 
from the house.

| DIGGING FOR LIFE. — 


THE WEARY WORK OF THE RESCUERS 
AT FARM HILL MINE. 


A BELL RINGS DOWN IN THE MINE. 


There Is But Little Hope That the Imprisoned 
Miners Will Be Found Alive—Their 
Companions Working Hard. 


Dunbar, Pa., June 18.—There is no ray of 
hope or encouragement offered the weary res- 
cuing parties at Farm Hil! mine this morning, 
except that they are one day nearer the com- 
pletion of their work, which now grows more 
difficult every hour. The loose piles of fallen 
slate and,coal in the disused chambers of Ma- 
honey mine have been passed with but little 
trouble. The main work is now in hand. 
Rescuing parties from Mahoney are 
digging through the fallen rock that 
reaches to the roof, and are 
working now within seventy feet of where 
they expect to break into the Farm Hil! lead. 
There is, as usual, a conflict of authority on 
this question, as some still claim that they are 
digging straight through into. the burning 
mine, but they are fully 300 feet beyond where 
the men are su pposed to be. 

IN THE RIGHT DIRECTION. 

The men will probably not be obliged to dig 
through the solid wall afterall. There is a 
steady draft settling towards the burning 
chambers, and it now looks as if the men hadl 
made no mistake in their calculation and wi 1 
hit the nearest point to a hair’s breadth. 

There are even greater fears now of anotlrer 
explosion since the occurrence of this morn. 
ing. 

About 2 o'lcdk « heavy fall was heard in 
the mine, and those standing about saw the 
smoke that had been pouring out in inereas- 
ing streams suddenly stop, at the same time a 
trip bell away down in the burning mine ran 
out loudly. Many thought the men h 
reached it to give an alarm, but this is absurd, 
as, even if alive, they would have been obliged 
to traverse at least 500 feet of ftiame before 
they could have reached the bell. 

THE DRAFT SHUT OFF. 

It was found out afterwards that a heavy 
fall had occurred in the main burning slope 
and shut off the draft. This has turned the 
smoke and heat back into the chambers in 
such a volume that no man could live. The 
heatin the Mahoney drift is mcg more 
intense, and only an occasional blast from the 
fan makes their work bearable. This stop- 
page of the draft will also shut in the gas, and 
work is proceeding even more cautiously than 
before. 

Inspector Keighley is in the lead every mo 
ment now, as they expect to break through 
today. He will make buta smail opening at 
first, and then make a thorough test of the gas 
before venturing further.

WANDERING WOOLLEY 
Brought to the Point and J. T. Henderson 
Fed on Facts. 

Eprrors ConsrTituTion: In Major Wool- 
ley’s card, headed “A Campaign Lie Ex- 
ploded,”’ he would divert the public mind, and 
especially the farmers of Georgia, from the 
true issues of this campaign for commissioner 
of agriculture, and attempts to do so by a per- 
sonal onslaught on me. As in other cases 
where the department has been criticised, an 
employe comes forward, and taking a bandful 
of filth and slime casts it at the man who has 
the temerity to approach their stronghold: 
These methods may please their chief, but will 
not change the issues of thecampaign. And just 
here I would ask, is it not a peculiar fact, that 
Judge Henderson is distinguished as the only 
ofticer who persistently fought the bill making 
his ofttice elective, and that now, when 
questions are asked as to his 
administration of this oftice, the question is 
always met by violent personal ahuee from 
either the commissioner or his subordinates? 

Mr. Woolley is horror-stricken that one 
‘‘Farmer’’ should dare to investigate a charge 
that he (Woolley) call a ‘‘lie.”’ 

Now, Mr. Woolley may expect these same 
‘farmers’? to more thoroughly unearth this 
corruption, even though the major’s nerves be 
entirely destroyed. 

In his effort to make me responsible for this 
art cle, he excites my sympathy and contempt; 
for both the assertions, first, that I ‘‘in- 
spired”’ this communication, and second that I 
made the charge mentioned in same, are false. 
I did not write the article, and knew nothing 
of its publication until upon my return from 
lower Georgia. I saw it in THE ConstTITUvu- 
TION. But I here take occasion to say that 
I unqualifiedly endorse ‘‘Farmer’s’’ action in 
asking questions that, if answered, would 
throw light upon the workings of the agri- 
cultural department. Major Woolley wel| 
knew that Captain T. J. Lyon had made this 
charge; that he (Woolley), in the presence of 
others of undoubted veracity, had told him, 
(Lyon) that Judge Henderson had increased¢ 
the salaries of inspectors from $1,200 (as pro- 
vided by law) to $1,500, and that he (Wool- - 
ley) had returned $125 of this increased salary 
to Judge Henderson. The above is the charge, 
and JI, in my published letter, at Captain 
Lyon’s request, referred to him al) persons de- 
siring information on this subject. Now, 
how is this met? Captain Lyon lives in Mr. 
Woolley’s county, is president there of 
Bartow county alliance, is well known to Mr. 
Woolley. and isin every way responsible. Is 
he called upon for an explanation, denial] or 
retraction of this ‘‘foul slander’ by either 
Judge Henderson or Major Woolley? Is not 
the charge of sufficient importance to demand 
of Mr. Woolley, whose nerves are in such a 
sensitive condition, that he face his accuser, 
the man who charges him with being the 
originator of the “‘lie’? When this question 
was first agitated I wrote immediately to Major 
Woolley, giving him the opportunity to deny 
the accusation. 

His letter copied below, the only one re- 
ceived from him, by me, proves false his state- 
ment that he wrote me that Commissioner 
Henderson had ‘‘neither demanded or received 
contributions’’ from him: 

KINGSTON, Ga., April 4, 1890.—Mr. R. T. Nesbitt, 
Marietta, Ga.: Dear Sir—Your favor of the 2d to 
hand. In answer to your inguiry I will say that I 
cannot give you the desired information, nor can 
you prove anything of the kind by me. Yours 
very truly, (Signed) A. F. WOOLLEY. 

Is this what Mr. Woolley calls a denial ‘‘in 
emphatic terms?’’ Any sensible person can 
see that it is an evasion. 

Mr. Woolley having failed to demonstrate 
that he did not make this statement to Cap- 
tain Lyon,and having attempted,from motives 
too apparent, to damage my character, I will 
be excused by all honorable men for treatin 
him with the contempt which he deserves an 
has brought on himself. 

Now, as to the charges I made, I have no 
apology to make, but reiterate in the strongest 
terms possible, that the official act of Judge 
Henderson, as commissioner, in raising the 
salaries of his inspectors from $1,200 to $1,500 
was an outreze on law and the rights of the 
farmeis and their children. The $300 given 
to Woolley and to every other inspector, was 
just that much unlawfully taken from the 
school fund, which is intended for the educa- 
tion of the children of the farmers who pay 
tlese inspection fees. 

It was official wrong and should be rebuked. 
I have denounced it as an outrage, and so will® 
every honest farmer in Georgia. The men and 
methods that failed to lobby the Georgia leg- 
islature into a saving silence, will likewise 
fail to intimidate me. 

I intend that the farmers, who have been so 
long imposed upon, shall know the men and 
methods responsible for this state of things. 
The law is plain, and the officer who assumes 
the power (as Judge Henderson did when he 
increased the salaries of inspectors) to use 
money not granted by law, puts his hand into 
the people’s pocket, and takes it out grasping 
the people’s money. Of one fact the public 
may rest assured, that should I be placed at 
the head of this department, there will be no 
oceasion for such a correspondence as is now 
going on between an inspector and private 
citizens of the state. Nor will there be any 
salaried satellites drawing over-pay from our 
children’s money. 

In an interview published in Tue 
CONSTITUTION Mr. Henderson claims that had 
he known Lee county was to act, the result 
would have been different, or in other words, 
that he, this Cwsarin Georgia politics, could 
have ‘‘arranged things’’ and defeated the will 
of the people. 

And this is the utterance of a paid public 
servant of Georgia. Has it come to this—that 
any manin Georgia, either in or out of office, 
can so gravely insult the intelligence of her 
citizens, as to claim the power to dictate to 
them how or for whom they shall vote? I am 
apprised of the fact that Commissioner Hen- 
derson's salaried officers, paid by the state to 
do other work, go to those counties 
where conventions are to be held 
to use the same methods as_ those 
which were brought to bear against the bill 
making the office elective, and thus defeat the 
will of the people at the ballot-box. Are we 
to quietly submit to the dictates of a man, who 
for eleven years has held this office, and today 
can oye to no measure which he has inaugu- 
rated, planned or executed by which the masses 
have been benefited, oragriculture advanced ? 

Let a change be made and a new commis- 
sioner installed, who will stay within the 
bounds of the law, and call a halt upon the 
useless expenditures practiced by the present 
inéumbent. The statistics show that under 
Mr. Henderson’s administration nearly one 
million dollars ($1,000,000) have been taken

fhe Graduates Get Their Diplomas—Dr. 
Hopkins Delivers an Interesting Ad- 
dress About the School.

DR. HOPKINS’S ADDRESS. 

After the theses had been- read, Dr. I. S. 
Hopkins delivered his address to the gradu- 
ates and to the public generally. 

His speech was full of interest for the people 
of Georgia and the south. 

ir. Liopkins said: 

Ladies and Gentiemen: Today brings an éra in 
the history of the Georgia School of Technology. 
We are drawing near tne close of the second year 
of our existence, and the period £0 anxiously 
looked forward to by two of our yonng men has at 
length arrived. Whena ship is about to make 
her first voyage there are many things to engage 
attention which might well be lost sight of, after 
confidence has been established in her seaworthi- 
hess cndher adaptation to the werk in view. 
Wile in process of construction, 
and while under the hands of the 
builder, every point in her construction 
requires the utmost skill and every item in her 
€quippicut the utmost care in its adjustment. 
Particularly is this true if the ship’s lines are of a 
new pattern and the end she is to serve be an un- 
familiar one. 

At best the element of experience enters into 
her launching and pervades the entire trial trip, 
and it is only after some months of steady service 
that officers and crew, owners and patrons breathe 
€asily and begin to realize that the expected service 
is being rendered without per: to life and eargo. 

When after some storms and fogs,a jar or two of 
the inachinery, a re-adjustment of some faulty el- 
éments of construction, port has been made, it is 
worth while to recall the incidents of the voyage, 
and give a careful scrutiny of the vessel,and toget 
realy for wider seas and new experiences. 

Let us drop the metaphor, and pass rapidly in 
review the history of the enterprise, which has 
reached its first significant stage today. 

The original mover in the matter of technologi- 
al training in Georgia will, in all probability, 
hevyer be named. The idea of the movement, like 
all great ideas, had its period of incubation 
in = the minds of many men at 
the same time. A sense 
4 growing feeling of pressing want, a perception

have had the benefits of the institution. The cur- 
riculum of study and work has gradually been ad- 
vanced ; a discipline which has heen based on the 
general idea of kindness and helpfulness to the 
young men in attendance has been maintained. It 

a8 been found necessary to dismiss comparatively 
few students. The sompleteness of the work done 
and the constant effort to elevate the tone of the 


institution have asserted themselves in the in- 


creased interest shown in the school by the gen- 
erai public, and the outlook for another year as to 
patronage is exceedingly gratifying. 
itis interesting to note the character of the 
atronage with witich the mstitution has been 
avored, as it indicates the relation the institution 
sustains to the various classesof industry and occu- 
— represented in the state. Of the 137 counties 
nthe state — have availed themselves of the 
privilege of representation in the school. Of the 
twelve most prominent vocations among which 
our people are distributed, the farmers are repre- 
sented by 40 per cent of the students, the mer- 
chants by 17 per cent, mechanics and engineers by 
li per cent, while there is about an even 


though  smalier percentage of lawyers, 
physicians, teachers, ministers of the 
the gospel, bankers and cotton factors. Seventy 


per cent of our students are from the rural dis- 
tricts and country places, the remaining thirty 
from the principal cities in Georgia. 

Those facts and figures carry with them their 
own lessons and suggestions. The advantages of 
the school are not confined to any one class, and 
yet to the sons of the farmers the most benefit 
seems to be accruing. 

As to the character of the training our young 
men are getting inthe more distinctive depart- 


ments of the institution, the work 
displayed in the other building and 
the drawings shown in this ought to 


Show most conclusively that time has not been 
wasted and no effort has been spared to bring 
them up to a high standard of excellence. It is 
inatter for congratulation that the gentlemen who 
have had more immediate supervision of the young 
men, and who have trained them to work, are 
pleased to say that ina very widely extended ex- 
ression in such matters they have never seen 
etter work in the same length of time, or more 
rapid progress made than they have found in 
teaching our Georgia boys. I have deemed it 
proper to make this brief statement as to the 
wor of the institution during the first 
two years of its history, because this seems to me 
a fit occasion to mention some things belonging 
to the line of education represented by the schoo 
und to emphasize some of the ends and plans 
which it has specially in view. 

We hear much in discussions on education 
about the old system and the new—much as to the 
comparative merits of the education based upon 
the classics and metaphysics, and that which has 
its foundation in physical and applied science. 
Time forbids that we should enter at length into 
these discussions. It may be said, however, that 
much of the controversy on these questions is 
trrelevant and unnecessary. It betrays a narrow 
and meager view of education itself and delib- 
erately ignores facts which themselves set a bound 
to the processes and methods of education. It 
might be Well for both parties to remember that 
no scheme of education was ever more prac- 
tical in its aims and methods than that which 
was based upon the classics and was in almost 
sole occupancy of the field a half century ago. 
This so-called old education had its origin in the 
revival of learning which followed the sleep of 
the middle ages. There was no science worth 
speaking of to be studied or applied. Rome and 
Athens held in the embrace of their elaborate 
languages whatever of literature, art and philoso- 
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phy the world possessed. The study of these 
languages was an object of prime importance, 
and to this study men surrendered themselves 
with all the ardor of a newly awakened intelli- 
gence. 

it is little wonder that with the lack of other 
material for thought men should come after 
awhile to regard the key rather than the treasure, 
and retain a system even after the demand for it 
had passed away. Asthe only system possible 
when inaugurated, it served its purpose most 
thoroughiy, Indeed, it furnished in itself the 
oceasion and the processes of the highest intel- 
lectual culture, and supplied then, and has con- 
tinned to supply cver since, material for thought, 
fields of illustration and lessons of wisdom that 
could be ill spared from the world’s general 


store of knowiedge. In their intemperate 
opposition to this old education, the 
advocates for the new have often = gone 


The question might very 
well be raised, as to whether, in the march of hu- 
man thought and civilization, our present sys- 
tems, which we boast as being intensely practical, 
could have been possible without the culture and 
furniture of the older system. It would seem to 
be the wiser plan to accept the old for all it has 
been, and is now, and upenthis to bujld, as best 
as can that which present necd and future possi- 
bilities may demand. It would be idle and unjnst 
in our advocacy of the new to: regard the old as 
vicious and cflete; and it would be equally unwise 
and unprofitable ‘in our veneration of the 
oid to despise and reject the new. I know no more 
fayorable sign of the times than the fact that this 
war cry of the old andthe new is heard less and 
less frequentiy, year by year. It may help to hasten 
the end of this unreasonable conflict in our minds, 
if we consider brielly What this newer order of 
education proposes to do, and upon what theory of 
mind it bases its plans and entertains its purpose. 

No word has been more abnsed, more frequently 
and fatally misunderstood, thantthe word educa- 
tion. John Stuart Mill says, with truth: “What- 
ever helps to shape the hiinan being, to make the 
individual what he is, orto hinder him from be- 
ing what he is not, is part of his education.” Tn 
the truest sense cducation is a life-long work, one 
into which enter necessarily the influence and 
moulding power and things cxternal and internal. 
Everybody knows the etymology of the word edu- 
cation, and everybody who has reflected upon its 
meaning has recognized the felicity of diction 
which has given usa word which expressess 50 
cleariy and philosophically the true ideain the 
thing named. But not everyone who thus recog- 
nizes thé appropriateness of the word has. the 
courage to follow the thought to its conclusion, and 
allow that to be true in its full force which bears 
such pleasing suggestions upon its face. True,. 
education is indeed a leading out, but so called 
educators seew more intent upon the pouring in, 
and never Seem Satisfied tnless they are adding to 
the alréady crowded brain, facts and principles 
and theories until the brain reels under its burden 
and refuses to retain, or take refuge in stolid re- 
sistance, or listless indifYerence. Analogies are 
not arguments always, but they very often set 
truth in an intense ight, and by giving us time 
rest the thought upen points of resemblance, al- 
low the trath to impress itself upon our conscious. 
ness and become our permranent possession. An 
analogy will help us here. The mind, lke the 
body, as dormant powers. Each needs nutrition 
in constant andjadequate supply: The cramming 
proc-s3 is to the inind what the stuffing process 
would be to the body. Not by what a child eats 
doe: it zrow, but by the adaptation of its fuod 
underjthe laws of life and health. Too much 
food, too little food, food — ill prepared, 
food hurriedly taken, all prodnee_ certain 
effects which the physician’s skill is constantly re- 

uired fo counteract and remove; and it fis not 
difficult to understand that these things have 
their analogies in process of educatjon badly con- 
ducted. or improperly adjusted to the wants of the 
pupil. it is no uncommon thine to find a bricht- 


to absurd extremes. 


minded boy or girl who has absorbed knowledge . 


from books and men, and even froin nature and 
consciousness, until the crude mass has gotten be- 
yond ali control, and produced what in the body 
would be called surfeit or indtgestion, The bloated 
edant of riper years i8 quite as common an eb- 
ject, and becasianally some pet idea has rendered 
4 nan’s mind so tense and spasmodic as to make 
its disortler comparable to nothing so much 
as to a Violeiit attack of cramps. Soit, 
flabby-minded people meet us everywhere, tell- 
ing in their Jack of tone, thewant of good strong 
mental food; and restless, hectic. minds we all 
have known, Whose force and brilliancy come 
which is consuming them. 
ereal problem befSre the é€dncator is the 
natural, progressive and symmetrical devciop- 
ment of all the powers and faculties of the human 
being. He finds in his pupil a strangely Compicx 
three-fold nature, with a marvelons interchange 
and interdependence of its elements, one with 
another. he connot recognize with perfect 
distinctness this trinity of being in humanity, he 
has simply mistaken his calling; he is not w 7’

Philoso- 
phy had not advanced, when it held, in later times, 
that the body was aclog,an impediment to the 
acquisition of knowledge, a ss to be 
despised and starved and crushed. § rangely 
enough Christian civilization for centuries ac- 
cepted this later view and Christian teachers 
guarded it with unquestioning veneration and 
pious pertinacity. 

All this has been changed. No man in his senses 
now despises his body 20 man in his senses ever 
did. Teachers are rning here and there and 
ainong beneficent things which modern sys- 
tems of education have introduced, are those feat- 
ures of their work which take cognizance of, and 
provide for, the wants of the body. Consideréd in 
this light alone, schools which incorporate manual 
training with mental training are aulessing to the 
young. The healthful glow of exercise, the 
rounded, developed muscle, the expanded chest, 
the unmistakable signs of healthy, vigorous life 
are not small contributions to the educational 
side of the question, not to mention the prepara- 
tion and qualification they bestow for future use- 
—— and happiness, a matter of infinitely great 
value, 

But such training has another value, in that it 
is an education, real and unmistakable, to muscle 
and nerve in lines of utility,and gives greater 
efficiency to bodily organs and facuities. One of 
the prime functions of the brain is the co-ordina- 
tion and direction of muscular effort. The sharp 
line of distinction has never yet been drawn be- 
tween brain work and muscle work. The former 
may exist without the latter, but never the latter 
without the former. The laborer may carry his 
hod unconscious] and automatically, but 
the habit itself is a brain process, and in our 
discussion may stand as the lowest type of a 
mutual relationship which finds its higher and 
nobler expression in the walks of science, when 
genius labors and cives the fruit of its industry to 
bless the world. It is notsimplya figure of speech 
which allows the expression ‘a trained ear,”’ or “a 
trained eye.” Something more than a knowledge 
of music is involved in the perception of harmony, 
a something which belongs wep to the 
material organ, exterior andinterior. This has its 
own way of conducting impressions to the brain, 
and the difference here in different individuals is 
largely the difference between a tyro and Liszt. 

The skillful reader with practiced glance takes 
in whole sentences at once, or with that nicer 
sense which lives in the brain and only works 
through the eye, anticipates the delicate shades of 
meaning just ahead and voices them for us in 
cadences which makes the thought doubly our own. 
Whoever remembers having tried forthe first 
time a mechanical task requiring constant atten- 
tion, knows the difficulty of compelling nerve and 
muscle to conform to the behests of judgment and 
will. To use a carpenter's saw to rip to line will 
keep the unpracticed hand and eye busy in going 
Straight. One whose fingers have never invade¢ 
the recesses of his own watch will look aghast at 
the abandon with which the watchmaker tugs at 
screws and arbors in the fairy mechanism. 

But I weary you with illustrations. The lesson 
suggested by this is the value possessed by 
mechanical training as an educative process, a 
value underlying all other educational values, the 
brain taking on habits which repeat and assert 
themselves in muscular actions, and these in their 
time reacting on the brain, making it master of 
the outer as well as the inner life. 

But these reflections suggest in their turn others 
of still more vital interest and importance. Be- 
yond and behind the increasing strength of the 
athlete and the exquisite skill of the artist there 
are certain nerves and brain processes, totally 
unconscious, but none the less constant 
and invariable, by which not only is 
the musculareffort itself performed, but the re- 
gion of the brain which actuate and co-ordinate 
these movements are themseives developed and 

verfected. ‘Bodily exercises,” (says r. Bois 

Saves, “are not merely muscle gymnastics, but 
also nerve gymnastics; every movement of a limb 
is essentially an exercise of the central nervous 
system. : 

But there is another view which I would like to 
resent briefly concerning ths question—what 
1as been termed sometimes approbriously the 

utilitarian view of it. 

Among the results of the civil war of twenty-five 
years ago were the changes inaugurated in the 
south in her industries and the occupations of her 
people. Only those who witnessed the close of 
that gigantic struggle can have any idea of the 
perplexity and distress, very nearly akin to 


despair, with which southern ~— rec- 
ognized the destruction of the old order 
of things, and -wondered what fate or 


providence had in store fora people broken in 
fortune and abandoned by hope. Some few ven- 
tured to look out on the dim future and speculate 
as to the changes into which we must be forced by 
the revolution which had been wrought in our 
social and industrial life. Veryfew can Yook back 
now from the high standpoint of our prosperity 
and realize the darkness of the picture then pre- 
sented, 

From a people almost exclusively agricultural, 
and holding limited estates under a most bur- 
densome form—that of property in slaves—we 
have become a people with diversified industries 
and pursuits so varied and multiplied that almost 
every type of industry seems to find its ideal. fit- 
pess in our midst. Manufactures of every kind, 
mining operations in the great essentials, coal 
and -iron, mercantile enterprises on the most 
gigantie scale seem to have found their most con- 
genia) conditions in this southland and in all 
these directions of human activity the south seems 
fo propose to lead the world. Such multiplied 
pursuits, such diversified industries, such varied 
conditions have not their parallel in the world. 
Some wonderful things are told us 
of the sale of New Orleans ice in the eastern 
states and of the impertinent encroachment of 
Georgia and Alabama-coal and iron on the pre- 
serves of Pennsylvania. Statistics are easily 
accessible to show that the presence and promise 
of a wealth of mineral deposits and manufacturing 
power exist in our midst almost fabulous in their 
abundance. The hillsides are bursting with their 
treasures, the streams are pouring down to the 
sea their untold and unused energies, the 
Staple products of our fields are finding 
distant factories in which to _ fashion 
into useful forms their overflowifg surplus. 
But statistics also bring us some painful lessons. 
They teach us that what manufacturing we do at 
home jis done either by unskilled labor or, if by 
skilled labor, by such as is brought to our midst 
from our better trained northern brethren, or 
from beyond the seas. More than this, these same 
statistics tell us that of the entire manufacturing 
industries of the United States, only about ten per 
cent have as yet been domiciled ‘in the south. 
What more emphatic utterance do we need 
than these facts to urge upon us the 
absolute necessity of training our own 
sons for the development of our industries 
and the removal of our reproach. 

There is apnase of this question of technical 
training that seems to demand more considera- 
tion than it has ever received, and which yet in- 
volves matters too broad to ve discussed fully 
here today. This phase of the subject finds some 
expression in a phrase often heard,but as it is often 
used, has a fictitious meaning. I refer to the so- 
called race problem. Millionsof dollars are be- 
ing expended in the south for the education and 


elevation of the negro. The far-seeing men, 
who have in and = the disbursement 
of this money, have made no 


mistake in supposing that one of the most efficient 
instrumentalities possible to be used 18 that of 
training in the mechanic arts. Not a school or 
college now in the south for the education of the 
negro, of sufficient prominence to be known be- 
yond its county lines, but embodies in its plans 
this eiement of education and has facilities more 
or less complete for carrying on this work. The 
plan is based on the soundest philosophy and it 
will succeed. The training imparted in these 
schools will give skill in handicrafts; this skill 
will bring wealth and power; wealth and power 
will insure position and place. 

Do we mean as the superior race to maintain 
supremacy and hold the reins of power? If so— 
how? By political maneuvering and reiterated 
boasting? Whoin the generations which will 
follow us will build our bridges, man our factories, 
control our industries? Who are to be the bosses 
and who the underlings in the great mechanical 
activities of 1900? I havethree questions for the 
consideration of thoughtful people. 

The institution whose first commencement we 
celebrate today stands as the practical answer to 
three questions. But for their solution 
much more néeds to be accomplished 
than what has greeted our eyes today. In 
every department of our work here help and in- 
creased appliances are needed. To meet the de- 
prands of the approaching Tee aed to meet 
the deniands tpon us now—we heed € jargement 
anil equipment in every ditection. It may not be 
‘amiss te barely mention without discussion the 
items of our need. An increased teaching force, 
apparatus for a department of electrical engineer- 
ing, an outfit for the department of mechan- 
ical engineering, a library of reference books, 
shop appliances in greater number tor our rapidly 
increasing patronage. In brief, such inerease of 
facilities as will enable us tomect the demand 
which the training of the students now here has 
created‘and raise our capacity from what it now 
ia, namely, 150 students, to at least double that 
number.

The sudden and unexpected flop of the 
republican senate on the silver question has 
created nothing short of a sensation at the 
north. It is a flop that reaches 
further in its effects than might be sup- 
posed; it goes so far, indeed, as to give a 
cue tothe probable fate of other legislation 
that has no sort of bearing on the silver dis- 
cussion. It shows the humor of the senate 
when an attempt is made to apply the party 
Jash, aud the independence of that body 
under such pressure—unier the dietation of 
Speaker Reed and the whip and spur of the 
administration—zives the country reason to 
hope that it will put an end to the baleful 
effort to destroy the industrial progress of 
the south in order that the republican con- 
partisan majority

the south is interested, but there is another 
view of quite as much imjmrtance. We 
mean the attitude of the senate with refer- 
ence to the wishes of the president.

There was, indeed, 
no formal exhibition of that temper, but 
when Senator Wolcott began to show up the 
littleness of the occupant of the white 
house, and to expose the true nature of his 
second-hand statesmanship, the spontaneous 
applause that greeted the speaker was in the 
nature of a revelation. The fact revealed 
is that the Harrison administration is too 
small and insignificant to command the sup- 
port of self-respecting republicans. 

It will be interesting to watch the pro- 
ceedings of the house with respect to the 
senate amendments to the silver bill. . The 
senate has responded to the demands of the 
country for the complete remonetization of 
silver by providing the free coinage of sil- 
ver. Willthe republicans of the house, in 
order to shield the shad-bellied administra- 
tion, submit to the illegal and tyrannical 
methods of Mr. Reed? If they do, the issue 
will be as fully before the country as if Mr. 
Harrison should veto the coinage bill. We 
can conceive of no democratic objection to 
Mr. Reed's tactics. These tactics, however 
tney may be employed, will still leave the 
responsibility with the republicans, and 
whenever they face the country on that 


issue they will be defeated. - 


As for Mr. Harrison, we have no idea that 
e will dare to veto the genate Dill should it 
, be sent to him for his approval. Personal 
and party considerations will (compel him to 
sign it.

No “Negro State” Possible. 

The opinion recently expressed by Justice 
Lamar, of the United States supreme court, 
that Mississippi will eventually become a 
negro state, has attracted considerable at- 
tention, and is now going the rounds of the 
press, accompanied by such editorial com- 
ment as the subject suggests.” It is claimed 
that the natural drift of the colored popula- 
tion is towards Mississippi; that the climate 
is favorablesto them, and they are fast oceu- 
pying all the rich soil lying near the river, 
from which the white people will soon be 
forced to emigrate. 

While, of course, there is considera- 
ble colored emigration to Mississippi, 
itj is not true} that it is increasing at 
such a rate as to crowd, and be uncomforta- 
bie to, the whites, and however far the 
experiment of a negro state might go to- 
wards the settlement of one feature of the 
race problem, the establishment of one will 
hardly be attempted by the negroes in Missis- 
sippi. or any other section of the south. 

As a matter of fact, and in denial of the 
statement that negro emigration there has 
caused uneasiness among the whites, the 
latter induce this emigration themselves, 
and their agents are constantly invading 
other states in search of negro labor. How- 
ever strong the tide of emigration may be, it 
does not yet appear to be equal to the 
demand: for we find these agents at work 
continually; they are white men, and are in 
the service of white men who are in need of

During the commencement season it is 
wellto remind the youngsters of one im- 
portant fact.

This reflection is suggested by a para- 
graph in the Birmingham News, which 
states that the late General Bedford Forrest, 
until he was fifty years old, had never read 
a book. He had culled information a little 
here and there, but he had never read a book 
through, And yet he made the finest prac- 
ticai and wisest political speeches heard in 
west Tennessee. 

Forrest was a man, full-statured and com- 
plete. In his own way he studied, and ab- 
sorbed such knowledge as was useful to him. 
He knew how to pick up points from books 
without surrendering himself entirely to 
their domination. He was strong enough 
and bold enough to think for himself, 

We do not advise our young readers to 
read no books through until they are fifiy 
years old, but we would impress vyon their 
minds that if they will ma'ze the most of 
their native common sénse, and keep their 
eyes wide open, they will-do more in the 
world than they will by turning their backs 
pen life and nature, and depending upon 
books alone. 

Remember that books are useful tools, 
and tyrannical masters, crushing individu- 
ality, courage and energy. 


Underground Wires for Atlanta. 

The ordinance introduced at Tuesday’s 
meeting of the council, granting permission 
to the telephone company to begin imme 
diately the work of putting telephone wires 
under ground within the fire limits, and re- 
quiring the work to be completed within 
three years, is one of great importance to the 
city, and is a step in the right direction.

The willing- 
ness of the telephone company to take this 
long stride forward is certainly highly com- 
mendable, and now that the company is 
about to erect a handsome new exchange 
building, this seems the proper time to bring 
about the change.

This prevenied 
the man from noticing as closely as he might 
where he was stepping. The rattler lay coiled at 
the foot ofalarge pine containing two “boxes,” 
and Reeze had chipped. one of these boxes and 
hastily stepped around the tree in order te put a 
“streak’’ on the other box. In doing so, he planted 
his foot squarely on the deadly reptile. Before he 
could jump, horror-stricken, from the perilons 
contact the snake struck his fangs into his left 
ankle. The -unfortunate negro dropped his 
hack and sprang away with a  ilond 
scream, which startled the guards and 
other convicts, and soon brought them to the 
scene. They found Reese making frantic efforts 
to free himself from the horrible reptile, which 
was actually fastened to his leg. The snake was 
killed, a tight cord tied’ around the bitten leg, 
then the snake was cut in pieces and the warm 
flesh applied to the bite. The negro was removed 
at once to the quarters, and as soon as possible 
secured several roots of the “prickly ash,” which 
can be found in almost any old field. Warm water 


was poured over these roots and a poultice made 


and immediately applied to the wound. The virn- 
lence of the poison soon colored the poultice 
green, and a fresh one would be substituted, until 
in the course of an hour the green failed to show 
any further. In the meantime, the negro was given 
a large quantity of fresh, sweet milk to drink. He 
soon recovered, and is now doing well.

ONE FIEND CAUGHT, 


THE ONE THAT HELD THE BABY IN 
THE SUWANEE OUTRAGE. 


The Other Two Are in Atlanta Now—The 
Officers Here Are After Them— 
The Confession. 


One of the negroes concerned in the outrage 
near Suwance several days ago is now in jail. 

He has confessed his part in the terrible 
crime, and that confession is backed by a posi- 
tive FJontifieation. 

In that confession he gave information that 
will probably lead to the arrest of the other 
two. 

The men who arrested the negro now in jail 
caine to Atlanta yesterday and quietly secured 
the co-operation of Acting Chief Wright and 
the detective corps, 

It is known that the other two negroes con- 
cerned in the outrage have been in Atlanta 
for several daysand were here yesterday, 

The outrage wus one of the most fiendish 
and revolting in the criminal history of the 
gtaic. 

The cctails are too well Known to cail for 
repetition. 

The victim was Mrs. John Taylor, the wife 
of a prominent and respected farmer. 

One afternoon about 4 o’clock, in the absence 
of her husband, three negro tramps came to 
the house. They were drinking and carried a 
jug of whisky. Learning that Mrs. Taylor 
was alone witha young baby, two of them 
seized her while the other took the babyiand 
dragged her about a mile through the woods 
to a secluced place and there outraged her re- 
peatediy, tinally leaving her insensible. 

After dark she recovered consciousness, and 
taking her baby made her way home as best 
she con id. 

She knew noné of the negroes, and so long 
a time had been given them toe escape that it 
seemed they would ever be 
caught.

THE ONE IN JAIL. 

The story of the arrest is told by THE Con- 
gTiruTIoNn’s special from Buford, Ga., last 
evening. 

Burorp, Ga., June 18.—-[Special.}—Tom 
Norris and John Sykes arrested Lon Dunlap 
last night on suspicion, as being one of the 
negroes who outraged Mrs. Taylor several 
days ago. The arrest was made in Ben 
Smith district, about ten miles east of this 
place. The officers immediately carried the 
negro to Mrs. Taylor, and she, without letting 
him hear it, said: 

‘He is the one that carried my baby while 
the other two dragged me to the woods.”’ 

They then carried the negro off. 

Upon the promise of the men that no 
violence should be done him, the negro said, 
without knowing Mrs. Taylor had identified 
him: 

“T carried the baby to the woods and the 
other two negroes draggd@d the woman. I 
didn't harm the woman at all, but the other 
two men did.”’ 

He then said if they wouldn’t kill him he 
would take them to Atlanta and point out the 
otler men to them. 

Hie sail they were both at work in Atlanta, 
and that he ieft them Saturday and came to 
Ben Smith district to work on a farm. He 
also said that they went to Atlanta after the 
crime was committed and they got a job. but 
he failed. 

Messrs. Sykes and Norris went to Atlanta 
today with the negro to point out the other 
twomen. There can be but little doubt that 
these are the men, as Lon Dunlap 
has acknowledged to having participated in 
the criine. It is to be hoped that the law will 
be vindicated yet. There will be a first-class 
lynching if the other negroes are found. 

The Other Two Captured. 


Shortly after 35 o’clock this morning, Detec- 
tives Bedford and Green found the other two 
negroes in a house on Phillips’s row. 

Both negroes were arrested. 

They answer to the names of ‘Tom Harvey 
and Alex Speer, but both deny all knowledge 
of the crime.

One From Mr. Jordan, the Other From Mr. 
Tolleson. 
Here are two cards that explain themselves: 
Mr. Jordan's Card. 

ATLANTA, June 18, 1890.—Editors Constitution: 
You wil! do me the Kindness to publish the fol- 
lowing card. It is generally known that I was sole 
counsel for J. R. Tolleson when he first got into 
his trouble, and remained such till Mr. B. H, Hill, 
Jr., came into the case in May, 1889. In this morn- 
ing’s CONSTITUTION one whole column is devoted 
to the Tolleson matter, in which he uses language 
calculated to do me great harm. It would be un- 
professional in me to give to the public any mat- 
ter of a private nature relating to Tolleson’s 
troubles obtained by reason of being his counsel, 
and I will not publish anything that will 
inthe slightest injure him, if I could, butin 
justice to myself I deem it my duty under the cif- 
cumstances to set nyself aright. What relates to 
mein the publication will do me no harm with 
these who know me, but it might with others. 
Whatever my advice to Tolleson was, suffice it to 
Bay, it was not followed during the whole time I 
was liis attorney, but one time, and that was in 
making the answer on the 28th of January, 1889. 
In May following Mr. LB, H. Hill, Jr., was employed 
by Mr. Tolieson, and by him the habeas corpus 

roceeding was begun. Mr. Hill argued the case 

fore Jndge Clarke, who decided it adversely to 
Mr. Tolleson. Mr. Hill, in accordance with ar- 
rangements, left soon thereafter for Europe, and [ 
Carried the case to the supreme. court. Mr. Hill 
and I differed as to what would be the result of 
this proceeding, as Mr. Totleson knows, but I was 
anxious to do what I could for Mr. Tolleson, and 
with Judge Hopkins (who in the meantime had 
been employed by Mr. Tolleson) argued this 
branch of the caseinthe supreme court. In the 
Buprenie court Judge Ciarke was sustained, 
It was my opinion then (the settlements having 
fallen through), that the only way Mr. Tolleson 
could be released was simply to make a showing 
to the court, and on the 23d of October, 1889, I ad- 
vised that course, but Mr. Tolleson would not 
agree with me, and soon after reaching my office 
having afew minutes before left him at the jail, i 
received a note from Mr. Tolleson, of which the 
following is ac opy: 

ATLANTA, Ga., October 23, 1889. Friend Jordan: 
Please do not even suggest anything to Judge 
Hopkins about my turning over any assets or 
making any showing whatever, as Isimply cannot 
do it, and if Judge Hopkins should advise and in- 
Sist upon my doing so | wou'd not do it.

COLLEGES. 


= 


The State College Reorganized and the 
Faculty Named—President Boggs 
Unanimously Ke-elected. 


Atuens, Ga., June 18.—[{Special.J—The 
board of trustees, after a session of hard and 
earnest work, adjourned today. Their meet- 
ings have been held with closed doors, until 
the hour of adjournment. Their work com- 
comprises. may features of interest to the 
alumni all overthe state. One of the most 
thoroughly discussed subjects of the session 
was that of branch colleges, and the board, 
after mature deliberations, concluded that it 
could only give to Dahlonega $2,000 as. per 
contract, and to each of the other colleges 
their prorata part of the Gilmer fund. This 
matter was the subject of careful discussion. 

THE STATE COLLEGE REORGANIZED. 

The state college was reorganized, and un- 
der its present organization, Professor Henry 
C. White was elected president. Professor 
Leov H. Charbonnier was elected dean of the 
faculty of art. Professor W. D. Hooper, of 
Cuthbert, a graduate of the University of Vir- 
ginia and a young teacher of rare attainments, 
was clected to fill the vacancy of adjunct- 
professor. Among the best pieces of work the 
board did was to promote Professor Chesmor- 
ton Stralian to the chair of engineering. Pro- 
fessor Stralian is one of the most energetic 
men in the faculty, and has made 
the college one of its best teachers. In fact, 
he is one of the best instructors in the state. 
His inany friends are delighted at his promo- 
tion. 

Chancellor William E. Boggs was unani- 
mously re-elected, and the board expressed 
itself as very highly pleased with his work, 
and the rich resuits achieved. The chair of 
ancient languages was named the Milledge 
chair, after the late Governor Milledge, who so 
munificently endowed the institution. 

Claim was laid to the old cemetery lot, 
Which was givento the city so long as they 
used it for burial purposes. It isnot now used 
as such. A committee was appointed to repre- 
sent the univerisity before the legislature next 
session. This committee will lay before that 
body the urgent needs of the university. 

MAJOR COBB RESIGNS.

of Georgia resources and hospitality all oyer | 


the land will start a tide of immigration 
througiy her gates, in character and volume 
never known to her history before. 

The influence of the convention today, in 
bringing about a fuller understanding of af- 
fairs in the south by the people of the north, 
can hardly be measured. Colonel C. C. Post, 
who conceived the idea of such a convention, 
and to whom more than to any other one man 
is due the credit for the successful issue of the 
enterprise, deserves not only the thanks of the 
northern-born citizens of the state, but the 
heartiest words of commendation and approval 
from Georgians and southerners, wherever 
they may be.

Several hundred dele- 
gates with their friends were on the train, 
among them many members of the Northern 
society of Georgia, recently organized in At- 
lanta. 

At the depot the Atlanta visitors were met 
by oo of citizens, headed by a brass 
band. 

As the train pulled up at the depot, “Yankee 
Doodle,’ that tune dear to every yankee heart, 
met the ears of the visitors, played by the 
band. It was roundly cheered. Then ‘‘Dixie”’ 
was given and greeted with another round of 
applause, 

Neat silk badges were furnished the visitors, 
who were formed into line and escorted to a 
beautiful grove near by, where the speaker’s 
stand was erected. 

A large tabernacle, formed by pine boughs 
and supported by posts and stringers, sheltered 
the convention from the sun. Beneath this 
leafy bower seats to accommodate 1,500 
people were arranged, with those in front re- 
served for the delegates.

Resolved, That we pledge ourselves to do all in 
our power to diffuse the truth regarding the 
social, political and temporal condition 
of this state and the south generally, 
that the people of the different sections of this 
nation willcome to-know each other and have 
faith in their well-meaning, and also to refute the 
untruths told of this section by the unprincipled

Resolved, That we extend our heartfelt thanks 
to the good people of Douglasville for this grand 
reception and entertainment so excellently pre- 

ared.

“GEORGIA RAILROADS. 


THE WAYCROSS AIR-LINE TO GO ON 
TO ST. MARY’S, 


The Sonth-Bound’s Stock All Taken—Cap- 
tain Hart's Road to Go On to Sanders- 
ville—The Board of Examiners, 

The Waycross Airl-ine, it is said, will go on 
to St. Mary’s. 

President Johnson and Attorney Joel Sweat 
were at St. Mary’s last week viewing the sur- 
roundings and making arrangements for the 
commencement of the survey from Waycross 
to that point. 

A large force of hands will be hard at work 
on the road within six months, 

The branch isto be finished within eight 
months. 

St. Mary's is to give the company free use of 
the streets, 2,500 feet of the most desirable 
water frontin thecity and seyeral acres of 
town commons lots, 

The line is being rapidly built between Cor 
dele and Waycross, a distance of thirty miles. 
From Waycross by the proposed line to St. 
Mary's it is fifty miles. The road will pass 
through a very fertile region midway between 
the Satilla and St. Mary’s rivers. Thero are 
no crecks or rivers to bridge, consequently the 
line will be without a single bridge. Itis also 
clear of swamps and marshy lands. 

Messrs. Stillwell, Pike and Millen, the 
principal projectors of the road, are owners 
of six taree saw-tmills and = five tur- 
pentine distiileries in the piney woods 
country. The firm pays $110 daily 
to the Savannah, Florida and Western Rail- 
road company for the handling of lumber and 
maval stores, and assoon as the Air-line is 
“| the freight will more than double 


compet 
what it is at present. 

The company which is projecting the Way- 
eross Air-line is now figuring ena direct hne 
from Waycross to Brunswick, connecting here 
with the steamship lines for the north, also 
with the large naval stores dealers. Itis pro- 
posed to ship all the lumber and naval storés 
from along the different branches of the line 
throvgh Brunswick and St. Mary’s. An air 
line from Cordele to Atianta is also-being com- 
templated, thus making the most direct route 
in the state from Atlanta to Brunswick, or 
deep water. 

The South-Bound. 

Atarecent meeting of the stockholders of 
the Savannah Construction company, which is 
to build the South-bound railway, it was de- 
cided to increase the stocK from its then eapi- 
eal of £516,000 to $700,000, and a committee 
Was appointed to solicit subseriptions, 

The steck has all been taken and $6,000 ex- 
cess of it, as telegrams to that effect were re- 
ceived by President B. A. Denmark from 
Messrs. Hambleten and Watkins. 

Baltimore capitalists took $109,000, South 


maining $51,000 was taken in Savannah. 
Railroad men identified with through lines 
farther north are manifesting great interest in 
the South-bound, as it will be the first railroad 
running north and south, and near the coast 
line, that has been built through Sonth Caro- 
lina since the Charleston and Savannah rail- 
ad was constructed in 1859. It will give a 
new outlet toward the southeast for several 
systems of railroads now in operation as far 
south as Virginia and North Carolina. 
The Middle Georgin. 
The charter for this railroad was granted by 
legislature in 1881, but since that time 


She 
Bosc detinite towards its construction has 


been done. The charter provides for the 
building of a railroad from Sandersville or 
Tenniile to Union Point, on the Georgia rail- 
road, in Greene county. Thisisthe line fre- 
quently alluded to as Hart’s road, or the ex- 
tension of the Union Point and White Plains 
railroad to Sandersville. Since the 1881 char- 
ter was granted, Captain John Hart, of Union 
Point, has built a line from Union Point to 
White Plains over the route of the Middle 
Georgia, and it has been his intention all the 
time to extend to Sandersville. It is said now 
that he will consolidate his movements with 
those of the Middle Georgia’s incorporators, 
and the road will be built. 

A meeting of the} incorporators under the 
Middle Georgia charter was held at Sanders- 
ville a few days ago. There were present: Dr. 
H. N. Hollified, Colonel R. L. Warthen, Hon. 
B. D. Evans, Sr., Dr. W. Rawlings, Dr. J. I. 
Irwin, Hon. C. R, Pringle, Judge M. New- 
man, Hon. 8. G. Jordan and Mon. J. N. Gil- 
more. 

A majority of incorporators being present, a 
temporary organization was effected, and the 
company was organized by the election of M. 
Newman president and H. N. Hollifield:secre- 
tary and treasurer. 

As soon as possible the vacancies caused by 
death and otherwise will be filled by good, 
Bolid men. Then a surveying corps will be put 
in the field between Sandersville and White 
Plains, and as soon as the route is definitely 
located, the work of grading will begin. The 
road will run by way of Sparta. 

The Board of Examiners. 

‘Mr. W. L. Clarke, of Columbus, yesterday 
accepted the appointment as one of the exam- 
iners of the Western and Atlantic, appointed 
under the tenth section of the lease act. 

Mr. Hillyer and Mr. Screven were already 
here, and they began work yesterday.

THE FIFTEEN: DAYS 


FOUND ONLY FIFTEEN ENUMERA- 
TORS WITH FINISHED WORK. 


More Than Half of Them Still in the Field— 
How the Work Is Progressing— 
Colonel Thibadeau Talks. 


The time is up. 

But not quite half of the census enumera- 
tors have reported the completion of their 
work, of 

Fifteen have finished, while nineteen are 
still at work, counting the population of At- 
lanta, 

They say that Atlanta is. bigger than most 
people think, and that there are more people 
here than they had bargained for at the outset. 

The census wil] proceed. 

Colonel Thibadeau knew in advance that 
the work would requirea longer time than 
the fifteen days, and wrote to Washington to 
receive an extension of the time. 

The census in Atlanta will not be hurried 
through. 

Everybody shall be counted, and each enu- 
merator will not be withdrawn from his dis- 
trict with an imperfect count. 

Atlanta will go its full length. 

The institutional enumerators, which means 
those aypointed especially for public institu- 
tions,-will probably finish up their work today. 
The field enumerators may be on their districts 
all the week. 

Thoee who have reported the completion of 
their work are having very many calls back to 
clean up a great many names that they 
omitted. They will have to review their 
enumeration very cautiously, and will, of 
course, not discontinue their work until it is 
tinished completely.

“One thing is certain, the census is going to 
beat that of any southern city since the one of 
1880 was taken.” 

‘‘When will you add up the numbers?” 

“T want to begin the work next Monday, if 

ossible. If the enumerators finish this week 
shall have a clear way of it next week re- 
viewing their work, and will not be long in 
fixing up the census ready to be sent to Wash- 
ington.’ 

“When will the country districts be fin- 
ished ?” 

“The limit of the time fixed by the appoint- 
1ent was July lst, but from the way they are 
ogressing now, it seems that they will be do- 
lag well to finish by August Ist. eir work 
is necessarily very slow. 

‘‘Will everybody’s name be taken in Atlanta 
to a man, do you think ?”’ ss 

I see no reason why the population of 
Atlanta should not be enumerated to the last 
man.

OPEN COURT TODAY.

There Is a Recommendation for the Issuance 
of Bonds for Buiiding a New Jai, the 
resent One Being Inadequate. 
The grand jury adjourns today. 
The adjournment would have occurred yes- 
terday, bat for the faci that Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke postponed the hearing of the general 
presentments unti! this morning at 9 :30 o’cloek. 
The present grand jury has donea great deal 
of work, and has done it iy.a most satisfactory 
manner. 
A great unmber of true bills have been 
found, and few of the cases growing out of 
these have gone unconvicted. 
Two justices of the peace, Justice Fisher, of 
Cook’s district, and Justice Turner, of north 
Atlanta, have been eleoted, and seem to have 
given general satisfaction to the citizens of 
those districts for which they were elected. 
PUBLIC WORKS. 
The public works were found to beina 
rather unsatisfactory condition, and a recom- 
mendation will be made tohave thein fixed @p. 
The alms-house was examined and is pro- 
nounced to be the finest institution of the kind 
in the country. The management is admira- 
ble, and Dr. Hape, the superintendent, has de- 
voted his entire attention to the improvement 
of the institution and the care of the unfortu- 
nates who find an asyium there. 
The chain-gangs, state and county, were 
found to be in excellent condition, cleanly 
quarters and good feeding being the rule in the 
bianagement of these prison camps. The sep- 
aration of male and female convicts recom- 
mended. 
The court-house was found te bein good 
condition, and with the improvements in 
course of construction will make it one of the 
most roomy and commodious structures in the 
city. 
THE HORRIBLE JAIL. 
The condition of Fulton county jail was 
found to be really horrible. 
The sewerage system is such that the jail is 
rendered not only very unhealthy but. exceed- 
ingly offensive, and the grand jury will rec- 
ommend the erection of a new building. 
To secure the fund for the building it will 
be recommended that the county issue bonds, 
which it is thought will pay for the erection of 
an adequate prison building, one that’will be 
a credit to the state, county and city. 
The records of the various county officers 
were examined and found to be correctly kept, 
and in first-class order. 
The general presentments will be filed today, 
and will be made pubhe through the newspa- 
pers atonee. .

THE STOCK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, June 13.—The action of the na- 
tional senate onthe matter of silver legislation 
westerday was a factor in the stock market this 
morning for ashort time only, and its influence 
after the first fewsales recorded was dissipated 
entirely. The talk of the day was almost all about 
rate cuttings and disturbances in the west, and 
considerable pressure was brought to bear upon 
the market to accompany the rumors and stories 
circulated. Granger stocks by no means felt the 
full brunt of pressure, however, as Reading, Ore- 
gon Transcontinental, Sugar Refineries and some 
of the specialties were forced off materially. A 
local disturbing factor, however, which undoubt- 
edly had a marked influence in creating distrust, 
was the furthe: engagement of about $750,000 of 
gold for Shipment to Europe, and it was not until 
this tact was announced that the larger operators 
beean to sell the market short. Other influences 
also caine in to intensify the bearish feeling prev- 
alent among traders, and chief among them were 
the coutinuation of the strike at Cleveland, the 
apathy of the public and other labor troubles. 
The feeling over the passage of the silver bill also 
underwent considerable discouragement as the 
day wore along, and operators. were encouraged 
toa throw their holdings over to a larger extent, 
which in many cases uncovered stop orders, es 
pecially in the last hour. Favorable items of news 
made seemingly no impression at all, and the fact 
that the freight committee of trunk lines wil 
hold a yneeting tomorrow witha view to settling 
differences met with noresponse. Despite the fall 
in values, however, returns of railroad earnings 
continue to be extremely favorable, as shown in 
the reports for the second week in June received 
today. Some ofthe most notable are Canadian 
Pacific incrzased 13 per cent; Toledo, Ann Arbor 
and North Michigan, 37 per cent; Wheeling and 
Lake Erie, 67 per cent; Milwaukee and Northern, 
24 per cent; and Western New York and Pennsyl- 
vania, 14 percent. Early London prices, stimu- 
lated by the senate’s action on the silver bill, were 
fractionally higher this morning, and our opening 
was made at advances extending to % per cent 
over last evening’s prices. The buoyancy, how- 
ever, disappeared immediately and prices were 
quickly brought below those of the opening, 
though the only marked declines at first were in 
Oregon Transcontinental and Sugar. Later the 
bears got to work on the whole list and all the ac- 
tive stocks yielded readily, andin the last hour 
the downward movement was not only general but 
rapid, and losses ranged up to nearly 3 per cent. 
The close was active and weak at the lowest

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features ef the Speculative Movement in 


Grain and Provisions. 

CHICAGO, June 18.—Early in the session today 
wheat was quite active, but the market quieted 
down later, and near the close it livened up some. 
The feeling early was stronger, though outside 
prices were not sustained. The influences were 
rather more favorable to the interest of holders, 
The market opened firm with prices 1%4c higher, 
ruled firm and further advanced %4@e, then 
eased up and prices declined 34c for July and 1% 
@1%4c for the deferred futures, and closed %c 
lower for July and 4c lower for the deferred fu- 
tures than yesterday. What caused the break it 
was difficult to say, Other than rather free selling. 
The short interest has covered, there was less dé- 
mand and there seemed to be no support to the 
market. 

Corn was moderately active, though at times was 
rather quiet. The feeling early was somewhat 
stronger, and prices advanced from the opening 
sales, influenced mainly by purchases of a promi- 
nent local trader. A reaction occurred later when 
the operator above mentioned withdrew from 
the. market, and offerings became more free, due 
to some extent to larger estimates for tomorrow 
and on executing orders for outside account, and 
the final quotations, compared with yesterday, 
show a net decline of 4a c. 

Oats were unsettled. There was a good volume 

of business in the new crop months, but only 
moderate trading in old crop futures. The open- 
ing was strong and 4%@\c higher with a good de- 
mand. There was little pressure to sell, and 
prices were bid up %@\%,c. There was a decided 
increase in offerings on theadvance. Buyers were 
not so numerous as they had previously been, and 
a weak feeling developed and prices receded %@ 
4c, and the market closed steady at about inside 
figures, but at a gain over last Saturday and of 
yesterday. 
Mess pork—A quiet and firm feeling prevailed, 
and trading was limited to a few small lots. The 
few sales reported indicated little change in prices. 
July advanced slightly, and the longer deliveries 
ruled slightly lower.
